Otto Cummins, the insane young 


man with whom Sergeant 
Stevens 


aud Officer Laughlin had such a des- 
perate struggle last Monday even- 
ng, died in the Whitley county jail 
Thursday. The Columbia City Post 
prints the following story: 


"He was brought to this 
city 


Wednesday 
evening 
from 
Fort 


Wayne by Deputy Sheriff Gallagher 
and Policeman Meyers. He was un- 
der the influence of drugs and had 
to be almost carried from the train 
to the 'bus. He was taken to the jail 
and placed in a cell and Dr. Souder 
was called to administer to his wants. 
The doctor found him in an uncon- 
scious condition, and as it was evi- 
dent to him that large 
doses of 


Moral had been given, he adminis- 
ered 
stimulants 
and 
antidotes. 


Watchers were placed at his 
cell, 


who remained with him during the 
night, and they say that he only 
moved his body once, turning par- 
ially on his side. 
He kept up a 


onstant cry or moan, as if suffering 
great pain, until the very last.

That they presented a 


ghastly sight but mildly expresses it.

The left eye told plainly 


hat he had received a terrible blow 
here, for it was as black as 
your 


boot; on the left side and back of 
he head were other severe bruises 
His wrists and hands were cut and 
iscolored, evidently by handcuffs. 
His shins were also discolored and 
ut, and it was quite probable that 
ther portions of the body presented 
like appearance. 
"It may be possible that all the 


n juries were self-inflicted; indeed, it 


self-evident that some of them 


were, but a look at that left eye 
arouses doubt in one's mind. 
The 


slow that discolored the skin about it 
must have been a severe one and it 
must have been delivered by one of 
he Port Wayne officers. 
"It is the opinion of Dr. Souder 
hat death resulted from concussion. 
Whether 
the

rom a fall or an officer's mace is a 
uestion. 
"When Cummins was first taken 


n charge by officers in Port Wayne 
t was necessary for them to use vi«J- 
ence upon him and they admit that 
hey knocked him down, once on the 
treet and once at the police station. 
They were forced to do this, as the 
young man had a knife and 
only 


ailed in disemboweling Officer Ste- 
vens because the knife was 
dull. 


Both the Fort Wayne officers, Ste- 
rens and Laughlin, are said to be 
areful men—men who would not go 
beyond reason and who would only 
•esort to violent 
measures 
when 


orced to do so. 
"It is claimed that the unfortunate 


young man would brace himself on 
he iron door of his cell and beat his 
head against the bars, and in some 
manner he managed to get his feet 
through the hole in which the food 
s passed into the cell, and throwing 
himself back, hung there until re- 
eased. 
The remains were turned 


over to Undertaker Stewart and Cor- 
oner Williams expects to look into 
the case until he is satisfied as to 
what caused the young man's death 


The deceased 
was 
twenty-four 


years of age. From the time he was 
eight years of age he was subject to 
epileptic fits. His mind was weak- 
ened thereby and the irritation and 
excitement incident to his arrest in 
Fort Wayne drove him mad. He 
was inclined to be quarrelsome and 
it is said that he would fight to the 
last. It is hard to determine whether 
there is any room for censure in the 
manner in which he wan treated or 
not until an autopsy is held. 


"Thursday afternoon an 
autopsy 


was held. Drs. C. L. Souder 
and 


Alice B. Williams performed the 
work, which was witnessed by mos< 
of the local physicians. They found 
that death resulted from the fracture 
of the inner plate of the skull, caus 
ing contusions which resulted from 
concussion." 


DEATH CAUSES SURPRISE. 
Superintendent Oorsline and all th 


other Fort Wayne officers were sur 
prised to learn that Cummins wit 
dead. It if true that Sergeant Ste 
rens and Officer Laughlin were cob 
pelled to use their flit* and maces be 
fore Cummins could be subdued, bu 
there was no more violence than i 
usual to arrest a prisoner who rttlrt* 
At too polio* itation Cummins dl 


y'V, 


hurl himself to the stone floor and 
Dr. McOscar was called to attend in 
the middle of the night. Before day- 
light Tuesday Cummins was taken to 
the county jail and placed in a padd- 
ed cell. 
He was conscious all the 


time and talked intelligently to his 
aunt, who called to see him. He was 
violent at times while in jail, but 
could not injure himself. 
He was 


given no drugs by Fort Wayne offi- 
cers and if he was under the influence 
the drugs were administered 
after 


Cummins left the Fort Wayne jail. 
Persons who saw him waiting for 
the train at the Pennsylvania depot 
assert that Cummins lay on the floor 
and made no offer of resistance when 
the Whitley county officers 
lifted 


him up and walked on each side of 
him to the train. It doesn't seem 
reasonable to suppose that he lived 
without complaint and apparently as 
well physically as ever for two days 
and then die from the effects of the 
njuries received Monday night.

Tile Columbia Beats the Shamrock 


by Nearly a Mile in the Last 


of the Races. 


VICTORY IN SHAMROCK'S OWN WIND. 


New York, Oct. 20.— In a strong 


^breeze today the Columbia beat the 
challenging yacht, the 
Shamrock, 


the "third of the international series 
'for 'the American cup and the Amer- 
ican cup remains in the United 
'States. 


As in the first race, the American 


boat won from the challenger by a 
liu'ge margin over the same course, 
a run of fifteen iniles to leeward and 
'a beat home. 


It was such a breeze as Sir Thomas 


Lipton hits been praying for, for 18 
to 20 Tenets an hour, with only a lit- 
tle lightening, just before the yachts 
'reached the outer mark. 


But the wind freshened again and 


•the beat home was made with rails 
awash and with bellying sails. 


A BATTLE ROYAL. 


The start was a beautiful one and 


the race to the outer mark a battle 
royal. 
Captain Hograth took the 


Shamrock across the line first, beat- 
ing the Columbia over a minute or 
more. 
Spinnakers were broken out, 


and during the first few minutes of 
the contest the Columbia's, 
which 


was much' the larger, gave the 
American boat a lot of trouble. 
Gradually, however, the spinnaker 
was better handled and with it 
drawing well, the Columbia man- 
aged to regain her lost ground.

When the outer ,mark was well in 


sight the boats were racing bow and 
bow, with the American in the bet- 
ter position/ Three times had she 
tried to pass the Shamrock, and 
thousands of spectators in the ex- 
cursion boats watched mid intense 
interest the keenest contest that the 
international races ever developed. 


Gradually she dug her nose in 


front, and when they rounded the 
mark ,with the tooting of many 
whistles and shouts of joy, the good 
cup defender, Columbia, had taken 
the lead. The official time so far as 
could be ascertained gave Columbia 
the advantage of about seven sec- 
onds.

CONDITIONS WERE TINE. 


New York Oct. 20.—The conditions 


of wind and weather in this v'cinity 
at 8:30 this morning were encourag- 
ing for the sailing of the Interna • 
tional^yacht race, although the expe- 
riences of the past three weeks havo 
been such us to make people slow to 
accept appearances as conolusive of 
results. 


IDEAL CONDITIONS. 


Down about the starting line there 


were more ideal conditions for a race 
than on any day during the time for 
the series. 


At 9 o!clock the sun drove away 


the gray clouds that earlier had beer 
flinging down drops of nasty mois- 
ture and there was promise of a da> 
of clear sunshine, good breeze and p 
racing sea, a combination that liar, 
not been prevalent during the un- 


fortunate trial days. 


The wind at that hour was splen- 


did, blowing fully fifteen miles an 
hour from the north-northeast, with 
every indication that it would be 
more east, sending the yachts down 
the Jersey coast. 


The tide was running ebb and the 


wind partially with it did not kick 
up such a bad sea, although it meant 
the swashing of the lee rails and the 
burying of noses once in a while for 
the yaches. The line of observation 
was somewhat limited nt 9 o'clock 
by a light fog nnd n great deal of 
haze, but the brisk wind cleared it 
nway somewhat as the morning ad- 
vanced. 


SOHE WERE SKEPTICAL. 


There was some disposition on the 


part of many old weather-wise near 
the start to be skeptical about the 
stout breeze holding out for the race, 
and of course there was reason for 
their lack of faith, remembering 
some of the early morning breezes 
of the other days that had failed. 


It was nearly half-past 9 o'clock 


when the observers near the starting 
line saw the white wings of the 
yachts appearing out of the haze and 
jumping along under a spanking 
breeze toward the line. 


BOATS SEEMED GLAD. 


The Shamrock turned up her green 


shining line in the sunlight 
and 


pushed her nose through the foam 
as if the breeze had been made ex- 
pressly for her. 
The Columbia sat 


up straighter and looked a 
trifle 


more dignified, but both sped along 
in a manner that spoke well for a 
much closer contest than any pre- 
ceding one if the stiff wind should 
hold out. 
The yachts Jumped out 


of the smooth water of the Hook into 
the choppy sea under their own sail, 
ns if rejoicing at their ability 
to 


move so rapidly. 


The Shamrock had her main sail 


and jib set when she started out and 
the Columbia had up her main sail 
only. Even with that small amount 
of sail they came tearing along to- 
ward the starting point through the 
choppy sea and driving it from their 
smooth sides in masses 
of white 


foam. 


Rearing the line the 
Shamrock, 


with the aid of her ejctrft head sail, 
outfooted the Columbia and got down 
a minute before her. The lee rails of 
the yachts were awash. 


At 10:04 the committee boats ar- 


rived at the line and at that time 
;here was not a private yacht or ex- 
cursion boat around. The Shamrock, 
after running about a half mile be- 
yond the lightship, went about nnd 
started to set her forestay sail. For 
some reason or other she took it in 
again. The Columbia still kept her 
one sail. 


At 10:55, when the preparatory 


gun was fired, the Columbia 
was 


shooting up to windward of the start- 
ing line on the starboard tack. She 
carried main sail and jib only, but 
had her stay sail in stops ready to 
break out. 


HOGARTH'S TACTICS. 


The white boat heeled over so that 


lier lee r.ail was under water all the 
time and the spray flew over her 
sharp bows. The Shamrock was a 
half inile south of the lightship, but 
Hogarth was watching for the gun 
and when he saw the smoke he fetch- 
ed the Shaim-ock about and hurried 
to get to weather of the line. While 
on the port tack the Shamrdck's crew 
hoisted a small working top 
sail, 


which caused the Shamrock to heel 
away down, but so long as the spars 
held Hogarth did not mind. 
The 


Columbia had meantime come about 
and ran down to meet her rival; then 
coming about- again, reached up to 
windward ahead of the challenger. 


Hogarth followed in the Columbia's 


wake and it was noticed that even 
after putting up the top sail the 
Shamrock did not pick up any on the 
American. 


Both boats broke out forestay sails' 


when the warning gun was fired at 
10:55 and the crews hurried to get 
their spinnakers ready for breaking 
out on the 
starboard 
side. 
The 


Shamrock was first to gybe over and 
headecf for the starting line, followed 
immediately by the Columbia. 


AWAITING THE GUN. 


Captain. Hogarth apparently slowed 


up a trifle, so that the cup defendei 
was about to reach up to the Sham- 
rock's weather quarter, and in these 
positions the two racers ran along 


at tremendous speed for two minutes. 
By this time each craft had nearly 
reached the committee tug, marking 
the east of the line, and although 
the Columbia was up to windward of 
her rival, the Shamrock, when the 
starting gun was fired, put her tiller 
up and swung- off to cross the line, 
breaking out her balloon jib as she 
did so. Captain Bar? appeared to be 
in 110 hurry to get away and instead 
of swinging over the line, ran along 
by it almost to the lightship. The 
Shamrock's skippers were not going 
to wait for the American boat, but 
tore across the line at 11:00:34, the 
crew haulng. the spinnaker out to the 
end of the pole as she swept over. 


Burr's apparent motive in not cross- 


ing dead astern of his rival was to 
save time by holding back until just 
before the handicap gun and also be 
in position tu break up the Sham- 
rock's wind. 


A GRAND START. 


In, the breeze that was blowing 


when the boats started it was doubt- 
ful whether he gained the advantage 
to any extent. Barr put his helm up 
and the flying American bont swept 
across the line close to the lightship 
end at 11:01:35. 


It was a grand start to witness.

BOUNDA1V1'. 


The British Are Not Accommodated 


With a Seaport on Tidewnter 


—The Line Fixed. 


Washington, Oct. 20.—Mr. Tower, 


the British charge here, called at the 
state department today and handed 
to Secretary Hay a note formally ac- 
cepting for his government the prop- 
osition of the temporary adjustment 
of the Alaskan boundary line pro- 
posed by Secretary Hay in his note of 
yesterday. 
With that act the long 


expected modus vivendl relative to 
the vexed boundary question went 
into effect. 


This result has been brought about 


through the direct negotiation 
of 


Secretary Hay and Mr Tower after 
several failures in the past through 
commissioners and ambassadors. The 
state department is confident that it 
lias conserved every American inter- 
est 111 the arrangement, without un- 
justly treating Canada. 
The divi- 


sional line on the west 
pass, by 


which the Dalton trail Is reached, is 
placed twenty-two and one-fourth 
miles above Pyramid Harbor, which 
is regarded under the treaty as tide 
water mark, so the Canadians are 
not allowed to reach any point on the 
Lynn canal. 


Moreover, there is no permission 


given for a free port or even for the 


transfer across American terri- 


;ory of Canadian goods, except min- 
ers' belongings. 
These matters may 


figure later when it comes to a per- 
manent boundary line, but they are 
not touched upon in this modus. 


The modus vivendi follows the pre- 


cedent 
established 
by 
Secretary 


Evarts, in 1378 in agreeing upon a 
temporary boundary on the Stikine 
river, in Alaska, by an exchange of 
notes. 


Tho line on tho Chilkat river is 


twenty-two and one-fourth 
statute 


miles from the head of navigation on 
Chilkat Inlet of Lynn canal and on 
tho Klehini river, twelve statute 
miles further inland, and the whole 
valley of Porcupine creek is includ- 
ed within the American line. On 
White and Chilkoot passes the line 


fixed at the summit, or water shed, 


being1 the points which have 
for 


some time past been observed by the 
customs 
authorities 
of the 
two 


countries. 


The government of

United 


States will at once appoint an officer 
or dfficers, in conjunction, with an 
officer or officers to he named, by the 
government of her Britannic majesty, 
to' mark the temporary line agreed 
upon by the erection of posts, stakes

marks. 


FITfE HOUSE OP WORSHIP TO BE 


ERECTED. 


For several years the congregation 


of Berry street M. E. church has dis- 
cussed the matter of selling the pres- 
ent church property at Berry and 
Harrison streets. The church build- 
ing is one of the oldest in the city, 
and has become inadequate to the 
needs of the worshippers there. 
A 


new building will be an absolute ne- 
cessity within a short time. The lo- 
cation is in the center of the busi- 
ness section and one of the 
most 


valuable tracts in the down-town dis- 
trict. Business houses have sprung 
up on all sides of it. There are 120 
feet on Berry street and 150 feet on 
Harrison, and 
situated but one 


square from Calhoun street, the prop- 
erty should bring a handsome figure. 


It has been deemed advisable to 


dispose of the present property and 
when a new edifice is to be erected 
to purchase-a new location which, 
while less expensive, will he prac- 
tically as accessible to the Berry 
street members. The quarterly con- 
ference nearly a year ago issued an 
order of sale, but nothing was done 
in the matter until a few days ago, 
when the trustees placed the prop- 
erty in the hands of W. E. Doud, the 
real estate agent, to be sold. No de- 
cision has been reached as to the 
location of the new church, which 
will be erected following the sale of 
the present property, but it is re- 
garded probable that the church will 
go a short distance east of Calhoun 
street.

DETAILS OF THE FIGHTING. 


London, Sept. 20.—The 
reported 


Boer attack on the British position 
at Glencoe was confirmed early today 
and, 
thanks to the promptitude of 


the war office (whose messages nat- 
urally take precedence) in publishing 
the official dispatches from Sir George 
Stewart White, the public has been 
enabled to follow the contest and to 
discrimiiinte between the actualities 
and the unreliable rumors that have 
flo.oded the papers. 


It appears that during the night 


the Boer artillery occupied a 
hill 


commanding the British camp and 
began dropping shells at daybreak 
in the direction of the British forces. 


The latter, under Gen. Sir William 


Penn Symons, promptly accepted the 
challenge and moved to meet the in-, 
vaders under cover of the British ar- 
tillery, which appears to have been 
worked with such advantage as to 
quickly silence the enemy's batteries, 
enabling the infantry to carry the 
Boer position with a rush, in which 
the Dublin fusileers and the Royal 
rifles are said to have especially dis- 
tinguished themselves, the fusileers 
capturing tho first guns of the enemy; 
taken in the present campaign. 


Fortunately for the British, they 


are apparently strong 
enough 
to 


withstand a Boer force nearly double 
their own, as, in view of the fact that 
the railway was cut yesterday at 
Elandslaagt, evidently in anticipa- 
tion of today's attack, it would have 
been impossible to send 
reinforce- 


ments quickly from Ladysmith.

aunt, who called to see him. He was 
violent at times while in jail, but 
could not injure himself.

cers and if he was under the influence 
the drugs were administered 
after 


Cummins left the Fort Wayne jail 
Persons who saw him waiting for 
the train at the Pennsylvania depol 
assert that Cummins lay on the floor 
and made no offer of resistance when 
the Whitley county officers 
lifted 


him up and walked on each side of 
him to the train. It doesn't seem 
reasonable to suppose that he lived 
without complaint and apparently as 
well physically as ever for two days 
and then die from the effects of the 
injuries received Monday night.
